period,  it  leaves  us  to  ponder  the  individual 
at  the  center  of  this  endeavor,  who  he  might 
have  been,  and  what  may  have  been  his 
eventual  fortune. 


What  Was  in  the 
Collection? 

That  this  collection 
was  begun  before  the 
Civil  War  is,  1  believe,  at¬ 
tested  to  by  the  fact  that  there 
were  a  number  of  Uncirculated  1857 
cents  present,  both  large  copper  cents  and 
small  copper-nickel  Flying  Eagle  cents.  The 
latest  coins  in  the  group  were  two  1864  cop¬ 


per-nickel  Indian  Head  cents  in  choice  bril¬ 
liant  Uncirculated  condition.  Another  more 
recent  coin,  a  single  1870  two-cent  piece, 
was  only  in  VF  condition  and  appears  to 
have  been  added  somewhat  later,  probably 
by  another  person. 

The  presence  of  multiple  1857  cents  leads 
me  to  suspect  that  the  collection  was  begun 
during  the  period  of  collector  mania  brought 
on  by  the  end  of  large  cent  coinage  (in  Feb¬ 
ruary  1857)  and  the  issuance  of  the  first 
small  cents,  the  Flying  Eagle  pennies  which 
made  their  debut  on  May  25, 1857.  That  the 
collection  ceased  being  assembled  in  1864  is 
suggested  by  the  latest  date  coins  occurring 
in  the  assemblage  as  well  as  their  condition. 

The  collection  contained  no  silver  coins 
to  speak  of  and  no  gold  coins  at  all.  It  could 
have  been  that  the  assembler  of 
the  group  lacked  the  means 
to  set  aside  specimens  in 
precious  metals.  Alter¬ 
natively,  as  silver  and 
gold  coins  were 
hoarded  during  the 
Civil  War,  it  could 
have  been  that 
such  pieces  sim¬ 
ply  were  not  avail¬ 
able,  at  least  not 
for  face  value  or 
close  to  it. 

That  this  long- 
hidden  cache  was  in¬ 
deed  a  collection  and 
not  an  accumulation  is 
given  credence  by  what  it  con¬ 
tained.  Besides  a  smattering  of  lower 
grade  half  cents  of  various  dates  there  were 
many,  mostly  common,  large  cents  with  a

A  Numismatic  Time  Capsuie 

It  was  recently  my  great  pleasure  and 
good  fortune  to  be  able  to  handle  an  ex¬ 
tremely  Interesting  collection  of  United 
States  coins.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  this  collection,  laden  with 
rarities  and  interesting  coins, 
seems  to  have  been  discontin¬ 
ued  in  1864,  it  is  of  special  im¬ 
portance,  a  veritable  numis¬ 
matic  time  capsule. 

Due  to  the  early  date  at 
which  this  collection  was  as¬ 
sembled.  it  entirely  excludes 
approximately  two-thirds  of  the 
coinage  we,  as  modern  collec¬ 
tors,  tcike  for  granted.  Imagine! 

The  Morgan  dollar  had  not  yet 
been  minted  when  the  last  coin 
was  added  by  this  collector  in 
1864.  The  same  can  be  said  for 
almost  all  of  the  United  States 
small  cents  including  the  entire 
Lincoln  cent  series,  all  denomi¬ 
nations  of  Barber  coinage  as 
well  as  Mercury  dimes.  Stand¬ 
ing  Liberty  quarters,  and  Lib¬ 
erty  Walking  half  dollars.  The 
Columbian  Exposition  and  its 
first  commemorative  half  dollar 
of  1892  were  not  yet  twinkles  in  anyone’s 
eyes. 

In  fact,  in  1864,  while  the  Civil  War  was 
still  raging,  the  Liberty  Seated  silver  series 
was  not  even  half-way  done.  (Started  with 
the  1836  silver  dollar,  the  Liberty  Seated  de¬ 
sign  would  be  continued  through  1891.) 

What  would  a  collector  living  in  1864  col¬ 
lect?  Despite  the  clear  perspective  that  this 
group  of  coins  provides  us  on  what  at  least 
one  person  collected  during  that  very  early

clear  focus  on  date  sequence.  The  highlights 
among  the  large  cents  were  three  rare  1804 
copper  cents,  one  an  altered  date  in  About 
Good  and  two  genuine  pieces  in  Very  Fine, 
one  with  perfect  dies  and  the  other  with  the 
major  cuds  often  seen  on  the  date.  The  fatter 
coin  and  the  About  Good  altered 
date  were  countermarked 
S.C.  Kingman  in  a  single 
punch  finely  ex¬ 
ecuted  in  uncon¬ 
nected  script  let¬ 
ters  in  both  up¬ 
per  and  lower 
case  This  count¬ 
ermark  mea¬ 
sures  11mm  in 
length  and 
1mm  in  height. 

The  Kingman 
name  is  also  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  two  1857  large 
copper  cents,  both  nearly 
Uncirculated,  consisting  of  one 
of  each  of  the  two  date  sizes  for  that  year. 
Each  coin  had  the  letter  K  carved  on  the 
cheek  of  Liberty.  The  same  punch  just  men¬ 
tioned  was  also  used  on  a  1788  Massachu¬ 
setts  half  cent  graded  VF,  an  EF  1783  Wash¬ 
ington  and  Independence  cent  with  UNITY 
STATES  OF  AMERICA,  and  a  1798  or  1800 
dated  Draped  Bust  dollar  in  EF.  A  quick 
check  of  Dr.  Gregory  Brunk’s  book  on 
counterstamped  coins  showed  no  listing  for 
S.C.  Kingman  so  the  punch  may  not  appear 
on  any  coins  that  are  not  contained  in  this 
collection. 

The  colonial  coins  mentioned  were  only 
part  of  a  widely  assorted  group  of  about  a 
dozen  pieces.  Also  included  was  an  EF  Afri¬ 
can  Head  Connecticut  copper,  an  EF  1662 
Massachusetts  silver  Oak  Tree  twopence 
and  several  electrotype  copies,  among  them 
an  Immune  Columbia  and  a  Castorland 
piece.  A  pattern  1854  cent  electrotype  was 
also  present.  The  most  important  electro¬ 
type  was  the  obverse  only  of  a  Birch  cent 
ready  to  be  backed  (i.e.  not  flat  on  the  re¬ 
verse  side)  made  from  an  extremely  high- 
grade  specimen. 

Electrotypes 
were  very  popu- 
Icu  with  numis¬ 
matists  in  the 
late  1850s  and 
early  1860s,  and 
all  leading  dealers  and  auction  houses  of¬ 
fered  them  (properly  described  as  such). 
These  provided  the  opportunity  to  obtain 
“fillers”  for  low  cost. 

There  were  about  60  tokens  in  all,  many 
dating  to  the  Hard  Times  period  of  the  late 
1830s  and  early  1840s.  The  others  were  a 
mixture  of  merchant  tokens,  some  having  a 
bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln  (King  #38,  Satterlee 
#’s  284  and  285)  and  one  being  a  32mm  piece 
struck  in  white  metal,  produced  by  Merriam 
of  Boston,  commemorating  the  October  1860 
visit  of  Albert  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales,  to 
the  United  States.  The  highlights  among  the 
tokens  were  a  Low-192  Uncirculated  and  a 


Low-151  choice  EF  or  better.  An  1837 
Feuchtwanger  cent  was  in  the  group  along 
with  an  average  grade,  common  encased 
postage  stamp;  37  Civil  War  tokens  (being  a 
mixture  of  both  merchants  and  patriotic  is¬ 
sues);  an  1805  copper  cent  counterstamped 
P.  Chapin  in  a  single-toothed  border 
punch;  a  British  evasion  farthing; 
approximately  a  dozen — ^mostly 
common — foreign  coins  in¬ 
cluding  a  Liberian  cent  and 
about  15  British  conder 
tokens.  That  this  was  in¬ 
deed  a  collection  is  suph 
ported  by  the  general 
lack  of  duplication  in 
most  of  the  collecting 
areas  mentioned. 

Who  Was  Kingman? 

Undoubtedly  the  single 
most  significant  and  valuable 
piece  in  what  I  will  call  the  S.C. 
Kingman  Collection  was  a  hereto¬ 
fore  unrecorded  and  most  likely  unique 
impression  of  the  obverse  of  a  1787  Fugio 
cent  struck  on  a  U.S.  cent  of  the  1843-1857 
period.  As  one  familiar  with  this  series 
mi^t  suspecL  it  is,  of  course,  an  im¬ 
pression  from  the  die  used  to 
make  the  so-called  “New  Haven 
restrikes”  (Newman  104-FF),  per¬ 
haps  struck  by  Scovill  of  Water- 
bury,  Connecticut.  This  piece  is 
imlisted  in  Walter  Breen’s  Com¬ 
plete  Encyclopedia  of  US.  and  Co¬ 
lonial  Coins,  though  he  does  list  a 
most  likdy  unique  uniface  reverse 
striking  over  a  1798  cent  as  #1324. 
Presumably  Breen  had  never  seen  this 
piece  because  it  was  sequestered  from 
the  time  it  was  obtained  by  the  previous 
owner,  probably  prior  to  1865,  until  it 
emerged  from  an  attic  along  with  the  rest  of 
the  collection  in  1996. 

Part  of  the  fun  and  speculation  about  this 
collection  centers  around  the  person  who 
formed  it.  Was  it  S.C.  Kingman?  Certainly 
there  is  some  precedent  for  collectors  mark¬ 
ing  their  coins.  One  needs  no  more  famous 

example  than 
the  J.V.  Dexter 
1804  silver  dol¬ 
lar  which  was 
punched  with  a 
tiny  letter  D  on 
one  of  the  re¬ 
verse  clouds  either  by  Dexter  himself  or  to 
his  order.  But  to  so  mark  such  fine  examples 
of  colonial  coins  seems  odd  indeed,  espe¬ 
cially  with  so  prominent  a  punch,  even  in 
early  1860s.  This  especially  doesn’t  seem  to 
make  any  sense  when  one  considers  that  the 
person  who  formed  this  collection  must 
have  had  some  contact  with  others  in  the 
hobby.  I  believe  this  is  indicated  by  the 
breadth  of  the  collection,  the  presence  of  a 
date  set  of  lai^e  cents  with  different  variet¬ 
ies  of  1804  and  the  inclusion  of  the  electro¬ 
types.  It  Just  doesn’t  add  up  that  this  collec¬ 
tor  could  have  been  so  out  of  touch  that  he 
would  have  countermarked  his  own  coins  in 


such  a  prominent,  aesthetically,  and  finan¬ 
cially  detrimental  fashion.  Perhaps  if  a 
reader  can  turn  up  some  information  of  S.C. 
Kingman  we  will  be  able  to  get  some  an¬ 
swers  to  these  questions. 

It  is  relevant  to  mention  that  in  the  late 
1950s  or  early  1960s  I  discovered  a  very  tiny 
sans  serif  f  counterstamped  on  the  reverse 
of  an  EF  1837  copper  cent  which  I  still  own. 
This  letter,  placed  below  the  wreath,  is  so 
finely  rendered  that  originally  I  took  it  for 
simply  a  contact  mark  of  trifling  propor¬ 
tions.  It  was  only  discovered  by  accident 
one  day  when  I  was  examining  the  coin  im- 
der  a  lOX  loupe.  At  that  time  I  was  living  in 
the  Detroit,  Michigan,  area.  I  decided  to  see 
if  I  could  find  any  other  large  cents  similarly 
marked.  I  did  find  another  which  confirmed 
my  suspicions.  It  seems  that  someone  had 
placed  the  tiny  letters  on  the  large  cents 
they  owned  as  an  aid  to  identify  them  in  the 
future.  Perhaps  the  person  was  afraid  of 
theft  or  perhaps  he  or  she  wanted  the  quiet 
satisfaction  of  being  able  to  identify  the 
coins  they  once  owned.  Is  there  someone 
else  who  owns  a  similar  coin  and 
does  the  letter  stand  for 
perhaps  the  last 
name  of  a  well- 
known  collector 
of  large  cents 
who  once  lived 
in  the  Detroit 
area? 

That  this 
collection  had 
its  origin  on  the 
East  Coast  may 
be  indicated  by 
the  presence  of  the 
uniface  obverse  die  im¬ 
pression  of  the  “New  Haven” 
Fugio  cent  as  well  as  the  era  in  which  I  sur¬ 
mise  it  was  cissembled.  It  is  believed  that 
Horatio  Rust,  who  lived  in  the  Ecist,  was  be¬ 
hind  the  production  of  this  and  related  Fugio 
“restrikes.” 

The  inclusion  of  the  colonial  coins  and 
electrotypes  of  rarities  such  as  the  Birch 
cent  all  seem  to  imply  that  this  individual 
lived  in  one  of  the  major  coin  cities  of  the 
time,  perhaps  Boston,  New  York,  or  Philadel¬ 
phia.  The  early  time  frame  during  which  the 
collection  was  begun  and  probably  discon¬ 
tinued  also  suggests  that  perhaps  the  per¬ 
son  who  formed  it  had  met  his  end  on  one  of 
the  battlefields  of  the  Civil  War.  This  same 
early  time  frame  renders  useless  the  usual 
printed  sources  that  are  ordinarily  turned  to 
in  such  investigations  of  collectors.  The 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics  (1866)  and 
The  Numismatist  (1888)  had  yet  to  be  pub¬ 
lished. 

Perhaps  a  reader  would  be  interested  in 
taking  up  the  subject  of  S.C.  Kingman  to  see 
if  anything  can  be  found  out.  A  search  of 
early  city  directories  in  the  large  coin  cen¬ 
ters  of  the  time  may  turn  up  something.  Per¬ 
haps  Kingman  is  mentioned  in  Civil  War 
records.  Or,  perhaps  the  name  may  turn  up 
in  an  old  coin  catalogue.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  what  can  be  learned.
